Have you ever obssrved how many shota
you have misned nfter you were forced lo
walt for several minutes bafore playing
your next?

Hecauss the continuity
of play has baen broken, concentration has
been dislodged, and the result brings a
kink to the rhythm of the swing that gen-
erally bringn disaster,

The Case of Travera

Take the came of Travers. There could
ba no more perfect rhythm In a stroke than
that of the ppen champlon In putting or In
hin Iron play. When Travers takes hia
mance for a putt there I8 acen at once
an nheence of all restraint.

Driving Rhythm

1t would be hard to find better rhythm
In driving than that shown by Kirkby,
Gardner, Ouimit and Evans. Of these we
should say Kirkby and Gardner are the
most pleasing to watch, for thers Is com-
plete freedom In thelr awings and an utter
absence of any rigidity or straln. The only
way that either svar missed a shot from
tho tee wan by Hfting the head too soon.

When the average golfer makes up hin mind
to try m long earry, the fault of pressing the
shot comen fn this way: Having madas up
his mind to hit & trifle harder than usual, he
I8 unnble to rantrain his power until the right
momont, but lunges too qulekly, applies
the blow too soon and the sweep of the
wwing Is thereby brolien

One of the great golfing faults that oane
mees upon different courses in thut of hit.
ting too quickly. When this fault developa
there are two ways thut may worlt toward
eorrection, One I8 to bring the club back a
trifte more slowly—just fast snough to hold
the even sweep.  The other Is to try to ap-
ply¥ the power about glx or elght Inches be-
yond the ball. In this way the ball Is struck
before the Jerk or kink develops, But too
frequently most of the power Iin a stroke
has passed away before the club head ever
reaches {ts objeot.

This matter of rhythm or timing can also
be helped by holding the right albow falrly
wall In ta the body, The mecond that right
elbore Mles wide there s nlmowt surea to be
i break In the rhythm of the swing, and a
most costly one,

The Case of Marston

Not one golfsr In fifty could control that
full iron shot that Max Marston uses. But
Marston has almost perfect rhythin in the
swing., Joing back or coming down, thers
Ian't o break. The cirels Is o bip one, but
It all travels 1s an easy, unbroken swaep,

The average golfer would find this swing
fatal, for It ptands to reason that It s easler
to malntiin rhythm for two feet than for
four feet,

It doemn't mlways pay in golf to try too
hard. Rhythm and unusual effort rarsly go
together, And these faults are correoted
s much through mental practice as through
physical work. The golfer who puts hip
mind and thought to the production of an
ensy, natural swing in times of stresa and
perturbation will develop one of the benst
habits lh the sport.
